with the Service Attaches needed improvement# Messrs# Wisner 
and Helms stated they were inclined to agree with this 
observation and commented that this deficiency, where it 
existed, had been brought to the attention of the Chiefs of 
Stations concerned# Mr# Helms also remarked that while 
briefed outgoing attaches prior to departure, he believed these 
briefings could be beefed-up# The Director said he saw no reason 
why our people could not get together with the attaches at least 
once a week and furnish them intelligence items collected thronqh 
our sources which are primarily military in nature and permit 
the attaches to send such items to their parent service in 
Washington# The Director then asked if CIA is on record with
